SUBJECT : CIA Museum 


On March 31 I sent a memo to the Director raising 
the question of a CIA Museum. He asked that the Management 
Committee consider this idea, but wanted to have input 
from the DDA, the Fine Arts Commission, the Curator of 
the Historical Intelligence Collection, and Security. 


Their contributions are now at hand. 


The Curator and the Chairman of the Fine Arts 
Commission favor the idea. The Director of Security 
frankly states he is not enthusiastic about the idea of 
a museum at Headquarters, but can help should the Committee 
decide to have a museum. 


Mr. Blake has come up with a counter-proposition 
and makes an interesting point about the "static-ness" 
of a museum. 


Frankly, I had had in mind, should the Ma 
pote Committee,favorably upon this proposition thee] STAT 
or somebody with historical interest would be the proper 


person to have it under his wing. This, however, is too 
premature a date to get into this sort of detail. 


I had in mind a single room of modest size. My 
interest has been in the public relations value primarily 
with visitors from outside the house.
